Death creates 2 city board vacancies

Romulus Zoning Board of 
Appeals Chairman Stanley D. 
Kreft, 56, an outspoken foe of 
the environmental deep well 
project in Romulus, collapsed 
and died while visiting the 
City-County Building in D'e- 
troit last Friday. 

He was pronounced dead at 
the Detroit Receiving Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Funeral rites were con¬ 
ducted Tuesday at the Crane 
Funeral Home with former 
Mayor Beverly McAnally offer¬ 
ing the eulogy. 

On Monday McAnally in a 
phone interview, praised Mr. 
Kreft by saying “he was always 
firm in his convictions. You 
could always count on Stan be¬ 
ing steadfast in his beliefs on 
issues that affected his com¬ 
munity. 

“While Stan tripled his nu¬ 
mber of votes from the primary 
to general election day last No¬ 
vember, “ McAnally said, “he 
still lost his bid for a council 
seat and that would have di¬ 
minished most person’s inter¬ 
est in serving the public. 

“But it never cut Stan’s en¬ 
thusiasm in his role as Zoning

Board chairman or Planning 
Commission member.” 

Mayor William Oakley ad¬ 
mitted that word of Mr. Kreft’s 
death on June 21 shocked City 
Hall employees since many 
had seen him several nights 
before at the Planning Com¬ 
mission meeting. 

Oakley also praised Mr. 
Kreft’s dedication stating “he 
always did his homework by 
reviewing the ordinances, 
while at the same time being 
fair to everyone who made ap¬ 
plications to either board he 


served on.” 

Born in Ossiaeke, Mich, on 
Sept. 8, 1939, Mr. Kreft was an 
employee of Hayes Wheels of 
Romulus. Mr. Kreft also served 
on the city’s Planning Commis¬ 
sion and Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Board and was a 
member of the Romulus His¬ 
torical Society and the Allen 
Park Key Masonic Lodge. 

Mr. Kreft lived in Romulus 
for 31 years, residing in Huron 
Township prior to moving to 
the city. He was a veteran of 
the U.S. Navy and Navy Re¬ 
serves and once during that 
time was named “Sailor of the 
Year.” 

He also was a former mem¬ 
ber of the Parent Teacher Or¬ 
ganization of the old Mount 
Pleasant School. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Phyllis J. (McGee); his mother, 
Adella Dalton of Lacine; a 
daughter, Susan L. (Juan) 
Tovar of California; a son, 
Steven N. of Romulus; and a 
brother, Richard Kreft of Lac¬ 
ine. 

He was predeceased by a 
brother, Robert. 

Interment was in Michigan 
Memorial Park in Flat Rock. 
The family recommends that 
memorials be sent to the do¬ 
nor’s choice of charities. 


Union contract terminated

As expected the Romulus 
Community School Board ter¬ 
minated a long standing con¬ 
tract with its non-teaching 
suppdrt staff Monday night. 
Both sides expect tough bar¬ 
gaining will continue through¬ 
out the summer to replace the 
labor pact. 

Conduct at the meeting was 
relatively subdued consider¬ 
ing deep fears expressed by 
bus drivers and maintenance 
workers during the past school 
board election campaign. 

In fact the only two angry 
outbursts occurred when a 
member of the audience chal¬ 
lenged retiring School Trustee 
Pat Patterson’s right to vote on 
the labor issue and when Vice 
President Ken Berlinn Called 
a halt to questions on the labor 
issue at 8:30 p.m. 

The labor contract mem¬ 


bers of Local 64 are now work¬ 
ing under will expire 10 days 
after the union leaders receive 
official notice of the termina¬ 
tion. 

The man in the audience 
yelled at Patterson that he 
couldn’t vote on the contract 
issue, since the retiring trustee 
could “not be held account¬ 
able” if the labor issue was 
fouled up at a later date. 

Patterson stood up and 
yelled back “I’m an elected of¬ 
ficial and I have a constitu¬ 
tional right to vote on this 
issue.” He later chided the ob¬ 
jector by saying “the vote on 
the motion was 6-0 so it was 
approved with or without my 
vote.” 

The other minor outburst 
came when Berlinn claimed 
that the questions on the labor 
issue were becoming repeti¬ 
tive and called off such ques¬ 
tioning at 8:30 p.m. 

Some angry union members 


treated Berlinn’s cutoff cry 
with a round of boos and 
yelled comments that didn’t 
register with those in atten¬ 
dance since they over rode 
each other soundwise. 

One bus driver, who refused 
to be identified, declared out¬ 
side the school administration 
building that “beginning to¬ 
morrow I’m going to start a re¬ 
call petition drive to oust 
Trustees Judy Gondek and Ju¬ 
lie Oleszkowicz.” 

She said many persons feel 
betrayed by the two board 
members, who ran on an anti- 
Bedell ticket and almost im¬ 
mediately after being elected 
became two of his staunchest 
defenders. 

Superintendent William Be¬ 
dell prefaced the public com¬ 
ments and vote on the Local 64 
contract by saying his adminis¬ 
tration was not conspiring to

Romulus schools 
shut 96-97 doors 
to ‘outsiders’

There will be no invasion of 
out-of-district students next se¬ 
mester in the Romulus Com¬ 
munity Schools as the 
determined school board 
trustees voted unanimously to 
close the school district to 
such influences during the 
1996-97 school year. 

Faced with a June 30 deci¬ 
sion deadline and no recom- 
mendation from 
Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell or his top staffers, the 
Romulus School Board voted 
6-0 to close the school doors to 
outsiders. 

School Board President De¬ 
bra Hoffman was not in atten¬ 
dance. Hoffman, who also 
serves as the city’s finance offi¬ 
cer, was attending the City 
Council meeting at the same 
time. It would have been Hoff¬ 
man’s last board meeting, 
since she was defeated at the 
polls earlier this month. 

The school board trustees 
said most of the phone calls 
they had received urged them 
to vote against accepting out- 
of-district students, at least for 
this coming year. The district 
has a right to change that deci¬ 
sion in the future if it wishes. 

Most of the objections were 
listed as: 

(a) voters concern on what 
impact an open district would 
have on its past $45 million in¬ 
vestment in educational tech¬ 
nology. 

(b) a fear that most of the 
incoming students from out¬ 
side the district would come in 
the elementary school level 
and mushroom already over¬ 
crowded classes. 

(c) a concern that Romulus 
schools would become “stuck” 
with unruly students, who 
might opt to leave their cur¬ 
rent school districts and come 
to Romulus for their schooling. 

Bedell said once a school 
district accepts any student, it 
then would be forced to keep 
him/her through the 12th 
grade. 

Gov. John Engler signed the 


schools of choice bill last 
week, creating almost a sense 
of panic in school districts 
across the state as they were 
forced to decide whether their 
districts would be open or 
closed to enrollments of stu¬ 
dents outside the district. 

Romulus school trustees are 
now hoping that 100 or more 
Romulus students don’t decide 
to leave this district and take 
thousands of dollars of school 
funding with them. 

While not recommending ei¬ 
ther school of choice position, 
Bedell did tell the board “if 
Romulus could get 100 out-of- 
district students to come here, 
we would get another $500,000 
in funding. 

“It would cost us about 
$200,000 to educate them, leav¬ 
ing us with an extra $300,000 to 
use,” he said. 

While Bedell felt the dis¬ 
trict could easily fit another 
500-600 students into the Ro¬ 
mulus system, others felt the 
decision should not be made 
on a dollar and cents basis 
only. 

Trustee Sandra Langley at 
one point asked if the board 
could have a study session on 
the issue by Sunday or before. 
She was reminded that the 
meeting would have to be an 
open session, because a vote 
would need to be taken. 

Others on the board de¬ 
cided no such meeting was 
needed as they were prepared 
to vote for a closed district. 

Trustee Julie Oleszkowicz 
complained Engler’s last min¬ 
ute action put most school dis¬ 
tricts in a “crap shoot” since 
no one knows for sure how the 
schools of choice issue will fi¬ 
nally work out 

Assistant Superintendent 
Joel Carr said “if every district 
voted not to open their doors 
to outside students, it would be 
no problem. But there are 
school districts out there that 
would love to attract our stu¬ 
dents to their district.” 

After the board received a 
complaint for not being ready

Lewkowicz given 15 days 
on work program; $150 fine

Steven Lewkowicz, a Ro¬ 
mulus anti-deepwell activist, 
was sentenced to 15 days on 
the Wayne County work re¬ 
lease program last Thursday, 
following his conviction of ob¬ 
structing actions by then Ro¬ 
mulus Police Chief Daryl Poe 
the night before the 1995 city 
elections. 

Chief 34th District Court 
Judge Tina Brooks Green also 
fined Lewkowicz $150 and as¬ 
sessed him $150 in court costs. 

Green warned Lewkowicz 
also that if he missed any of 
the prescribed work dates, he 
would spend the rest of the 
sentence time in jail. 

Lewkowicz, who was consid¬ 
ered the unofficial camera¬ 
man for a citizens anti-well 
group in Romulus, had ini¬ 
tially been booked on the ob¬ 
struction charge as well as an 


assault and battery complaint 
filed by a city hall janitor. 

A jury of four women and 
two men found Lewkowicz 
guilty of the obstructing 
charge, but not guilty of the as 
sault charge following a two- 
day trial. 

Lewkowicz was found guilty 
on June 3 of refusing to leave 
the basement of Romulus City 
Hall during the taping of city 
council session last Nov. 6. 

But the jury found 
Lewkowicz not guilty of assault 
and battery upon city mainte¬ 
nance man Raymond Wheeler, 
who he reportedly bit on the 
arm while Wheeler was help¬ 
ing Poe restrain him prior to 
an unscheduled wrestling 
match in the basement hall¬ 
way. 

Lewkowicz for several years 
took private videos of the regu¬ 
lar city council sessions for 
later possible use by Romulus 
Environmentalists Caring 


About People (RECAP) anti¬ 
well group. 

The night before the may- 
oral election last year, 
Lewkowicz became incensed 
when the early portion of that 
night’s council session was 
blacked out because of techni¬ 
cal difficulties. 

Lewkowicz claimed that he 
felt the blackout was inten¬ 
tional by the city’s cable 
workers so that voters couldn’t 
witness events at that pre¬ 
election council meeting. 

Lewkowicz admitting touch¬ 
ing the city’s cable equipment, 
but denied knowing that Poe 
was a policeman or a police 
chief. 

He also admitted squeezing 
Poe’s groin area, but said he 
did it only after Poe punched 
him. Poe testified to the re¬ 
verse, saying he punched 
Lewkowicz three or more 
times after the anti-well activ¬ 
ist squeezed his testicles. 


School sex hearing waived

Former Romulus Schools 
teaching substitute James Doz¬ 
ier, 29, of Ypsilanti waived his 
preliminary hearing on a crim¬ 
inal sexual conduct fourth de¬ 
gree charge involving a 16- 
year-old girl student on June 
19. 

Dozier was charged with 
fondling the student in an 


empty classroom on May 15 af¬ 
ter which time she notified 
school authorities and her par¬ 
ents. 

Her parents notified police 
and official charges were filed 
on May 31. 

Thirty Fourth District Court 
Judge William Szlinis contin¬ 
ued Dozier’s bail at $10,000 
personal bond and set a hear¬ 
ing date of July 3 at Frank Mur¬ 
phy Hall of Justice. 


Dozier, originally from Flor¬ 
ida, served as a substitute at 
multiple Romulus schools this 
past year. His services were 
immediately cut off with the 
filing of the sex complaint, 
School District Human Ser¬ 
vices Director Sam LaMonica 
said. 

The criminal complaint car¬ 
ries up to a two-year prison 
term, police said.

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Judge won’t lower charge in girl’s death

The family and friends of a 
Huron Township college stu¬ 
dent killed in a recent traffic 
accident, breathed a collective 
sigh of relief last Thursday 
when 34th District Court Judge 
William Szlinis refused to 
lower a manslaughter with a 
motor vehicle charge against 
the driver of the death car. 

William Joseph Carter, 20, of 
Carlton, was ticketed with the 
traffic death complaint on May 
21, after the car he was driving 
smashed into a blue Ford 
pickup truck at the intersec¬ 
tion of Waltz and Judd roads. 

His frontseat passenger, 
Elizabeth Lane, 18, of Huron 
Township was fatally injured 
in the crash and actually died 
in a medical helicopter as she 
was being airlifted from 
Huron Township to Ann Arbor. 

Testimony showed that Car¬ 
ter apparently raced through a 
stop sign seconds before the 
crash. 

Huron Township Police Of¬ 
fice Greg Hinzmann said upon 
arriving on the scene, he found 
the yellow Chevrolet Monte 
Carlo that Carter was driving 
was smashed and up on a 
grassy area near the accident 


impact area. 

Hinzmann said he found no 
signs of skid marks prior to the 
crash and while he could not 
give a definite rate of speed, 
he felt that the Carter car had 
to be traveling at a fast rate of 
speed. 

The car apparently did a 
180-degree spin after the im¬ 
pact, the officer said, and it 
was during this time that Miss 
Lane suffered her severe head 
and internal injuries. 

A second area woman, Tara 
Dyer, 19, of New Boston, who 
was a rear seat passenger, sur¬ 
vived the crash but suffered a 
broken jaw and leg and punc¬ 
tured lung. 

The truck driver involved in 
the crash, Eric Zeestrater of 
Sumpter Township, estimated 
that Carter was traveling at 
about 50 miles per hour. “He 
came out of no where and 
struck my truck and then spun 
around 180 degrees,” Zeestra¬ 
ter said. 

Zeestrater said he ran to the 
car and found Miss Lane in 
“pretty bad” shape and an¬ 
other girl injured in the rear 
seat. As he was traveling back 
to his truck, Zeestrater said he 
saw another motorist and 
urged the driver to call the po¬ 
lice. 


He witnessed rescue 
workers tearing off the roof of 
the Monte Carlo to reach the 
injured parties, while Carter 
just walked around the area. 

Carter’s attorney attempted 
to persuade Szlinis to lower 
the charge to negligent homi¬ 
cide rather than manslaughter. 

Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Maria Petito chal¬ 
lenged the request by saying 
the testimony showed there 
was “gross negligence” on Car¬ 
ter’s part since alcohol was a 
factor, speeding and not ob¬ 
eying a stop sign. 

Testimony showed that Car¬ 
ter registered .05 on the alco¬ 
hol check device and since he 
was underage, it was added to 
the traffic case against him. 

Michigan has a zero toler¬ 
ance policy on underage 
drinking. Police said they also 
found some unopened beer 
containers in the car. 

Szlinis agreed that the “stop 
sign was blown”. 

Petito asked the defendant 
“are your driving privileges 
suspended?” 

Carter agreed they were. 

Szlinis then demanded Car¬ 
ter surrender his driver’s li¬ 
cense to Petito and told Carter 
his case would be continued 
on July 3 in Detroit.

Plans to split from Wayne County resurface

Two plans to splinter Wayne 
County into separate entities 
have surfaced - or resurfaced. 

An unsuccessful petition 
drive by Brownstown Towns¬ 
hip retiree Leonard Mannausa 
in 1992 sought to create Erie 
County in the southern por¬ 
tion of Wayne County, and a 
second attempt is under way. 

A petition drive to create 
Newburgh County in the west- 
ern suburbs has been 
launched. 

Mannausa has gathered up 
his petitions, and once again is 
crusading to establish a sepa¬ 
rate county, which would in¬ 
clude Van Buren, Sumpter, 
Huron and Brownstown towns¬ 
hips and the cities of Romulus, 
Southgate, Wyandotte, Ecorse, 
Melvindale, Flat Rock, Wood 
haven, Gibraltar and Trenton -- 


Neither plan has attracted much attention in 
Western Wayne County so far. 


all of the communities south of 
the Rouge River. 

As in his last campaign, 
Mannausa is concerned that 
the southern and western por¬ 
tions of the county do not re¬ 
ceive their fair share of 
attention and benefits from 
Wayne County.

Fassett said he remembers 
when Tom Brown, a former 
state representative, spon¬ 
sored a bill to split the county 
into two sections in the 1970s. 

“There was quite a bit of 
support for it then, and the ra¬ 
tionale still applies,” Fassett 
said. “The dark side of this 
proposal is that it will be inter¬ 
preted as being racial.” 

Fassett said there would be 
many obstacles to overcome if 
a split was approved, but these 
would be addressed by a char¬ 
ter commission. 

“I would have to take a long 
look at it before I made a deci¬ 
sion,” Fassett said. 

“My attitude is that I’m not 
interested in the proliferation 
of more bureaucrats and elec-

ted officials,” said Wayne 
County Commissioner Bruce 
Patterson.

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Local campuses gain new authority 


A decisive step to move 
learning closer to the students 
and communities it serves has 
been taken by Wayne County 
Community College (WCCC). 

On Tuesday, WCCC Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Curtis Ivery, Board of 
Trusteees Chairperson Ted 
Scott and former Chair Denise 
Wellons-Glover announced the 
restructuring which returns 
control and direction of the 
college to the communities it 
serves, with site-based man¬ 
agement at each of its five 
campuses. 

Dr. Ivery announced 
changes that give campus pro¬ 
vosts primary academic and 
administrative decision¬ 
making authority for their 
campus, move student support 
and administrative services to 
the local campuses, establish 
local advisory boards, and will 
result in annual savings of 
$500,000 to $700,000. 

The action comes only two 
months after a mid-April an¬ 
nouncement by Dr. Ivery of a 
package of 14 “sweeping 
changes” planned or under¬ 
way. These actions are part of 
that continuing initiative. 

Dr. Iverv was named WCCC

President in September, 1995. 

WCCC serves more than 
11,000 students from 32 com¬ 
munities in a 550 square mile 
district at five campuses. 
Wayne is the seventh largest 
county in the nation. 

“These actions are just one 
more step in the fundamental 
and complete redirection of 
WCCC to better meet the needs 
of our students and the com¬ 
munities we serve/’ Scott said. 

Dr. Ivery said that the orga¬ 
nizational structure, unani¬ 
mously approved by the Board 
of Trustees, will: 

• Streamline the manage¬ 
ment and operation of WCCC. 

• Establish site-based man¬ 
agement for each campus, with 
provosts gaining the organiza¬ 
tional authority to meet the 
needs of the local commu¬ 
nities. 

• Establish community advi¬ 
sory boards for each campus. 


• Make provosts more visi¬ 
ble and actively involved in 
the communities they serve. 

• Return control and direc¬ 
tion of the college to the com¬ 
munity, giving students a home 
campus with which to involve 
themselves, and giving com¬ 
munities a campus to call their 
own with greater say in 
courses, programs and opera¬ 
tions. 

• Give individual campus 
provosts authority and accoun¬ 
tability for academic matters 
and day-to-day operations of 
their campuses. Everyone on a 
campus will report to that 
campus provost, in direct con¬ 
trast to a prior “matrix” system 
in which people often had 
more than one supervisor. 

• Move student support ser¬ 
vices, including financial aid 
and academic counseling, as 
well as some administrative 
services to local campuses. Ap¬ 


proximately 40 employees, 
mostly from central adminis¬ 
tration, will move to new 
campus locations. 

• Eliminate 10 to 15 central 
administration positions, re¬ 
sulting in annual savings of 
$500,000 to $700,000. 

“We are moving from highly 
centralized to local control in 
a leaner organization by em¬ 
powering the local provosts, 
faculty, students and sur¬ 
rounding communities of each 
of our campuses,” Dr. Ivery 
said. “We are going to treat our 
students and communities like 
valued customers with the ser¬ 
vice and respect they de¬ 
serve.” 

He said the proposed 
changes will require discus¬ 
sion with the college’s unions 
on implementation pro¬ 
cedures. 

Dr. Ivery announced last 
April a package of sweeping 
changes including 14 specific 
programs and initiatives. He 
said the initiatives he and the 
Board have set forth are only 
the beginning of the rebuild¬ 
ing of WCCC into one of the 
most progressive community 
colleges in the country .

Study reveals youth unaware of steroid danger

Most youth coaches and par¬ 
ents are well aware of the dan¬ 
gerous effects of steroids. 

They’ve seen, heard and 
read the horror stories. 

And most would never even 
consider using them. 

But are children getting the 
same message? 

The answer is no, according 
to a study of 10- to 14-year-olds 
conducted by the National 
Youth Sports Coaches Associa¬ 
tion’s National Research & De¬ 
velopment Center at Northern 
Kentucky University (NKU). 

Surprisingly, a frightening 
43 percent of the young ath¬ 
letes felt that steroids would 
probably not harm an athlete 
if they were used carefully. 


While steroid use among 
children is low - 2 percent indi¬ 
cated they had used them - the 
ignorance of its dangerous 
side effects is cause for con¬ 
cern. 

The study revealed that 55 
percent of the athletes thought 
that steroid usage alone would 
improve muscle size and 
strength and 15 percent indi¬ 
cated they might use steroids 
to enhance performance. 

The study was based on 
1,252 responses from 17 states. 
Other findings include: 

• 68 percent believe Olym¬ 
pic athletes probably used 
steroids to make the team. 

• 12 percent said they knew 
where to obtain steroids. 

• 45 percent felt that steroid 
usage would probably improve 


their sport performance. 

• 10 percent said they per¬ 
sonally know someone who is 
using anabolic steroids. 

• 4 percent said they had 
been offered anabolic ster¬ 
oids. 

With the constant pressure 
many youth coaches/parents 
are putting on children to win 
many athletes feel the need to 
resort to steroids to enhance 
their performance. 

“We put tremendous pres¬ 
sure on them to succeed, tre¬ 
mendous pressure to win, win 
at all costs,” says Dr. Michael 
Gray, an exercise physiologist 
and NKU. “You her it all the 
time. Do anything to win. One 
of the things athletes need to 
know is the gains that are 


achieved from steroids, the 
muscle size, the strength gains, 
those gains can also be ob¬ 
tained through proper train¬ 
ing, proper conditioning and 
proper nutrition. The gains are 
much slower but they’re much 
safe.” 

Finally, when they asked 
who they thought should be 
primarily responsible for 
teaching them about steroids, 
42 percent said their coaches.

Shock waves reverber¬ 
ated through the City of 
Wayne Monday when ru¬ 
mors were confirmed 
that a 15-year-old allegedly 
had blown away his father 
in what has become an all- 
too-familiar scenario in our 
soceity. 

The scenario goes like this. Youngster, male or fe¬ 
male (it doesn’t seem to matter in this day and age) 
gets fed up with years of parental abuse. When the 
abuse continues into the teens, son or daughter be¬ 
comes so angry they plot and eventually carry out a 
plan to murder their parent or parents. 

Although details are sketchy at this point, the 
Wayne case involves a father that a few neighbors had 
claimed spent a lifetime verbally and physically 
abusing his son. One neighbor has indicated he saw 
the father take a stick to the son on more than one oc¬ 
casion. Another claimed he never heard the father 
call the son by name, but rather used derogatory 
terms like idiot and bonehead. 

After a recent altercation involving grades and 
school, the son became very belligerent and allegedly be¬ 
gan to plot against his father. On Sunday night, he put a 
couple of bullet holes in his father’s head while the man 
was asleep and then escaped to a Flint motel with a 
friend. On Monday, the teens were apprehended. 

Of course, the most famous case is the Menendez 
brothers who brutally murdered their parents a cou¬ 
ple of years ago. Again, the defense was that the boys 
had suffered through years of abuse inflicted by their 
millionaire father. After a lengthy and very public tri¬ 
al in which the first jury was hung, a second jury 
found the brothers guilty. 

You can bet the Wayne case will take a similar de¬ 
fense. Although not so with the Menendez trial, 
lawyers have been very successful in getting reduced 
sentences for teens or even off the hook entirely in 
these type of cases. 

A case I am very familiar with involved Brandon 
Carnell, who murdered his mother and father approx¬ 
imately eight years ago in North Oakland County. The 
Carnells were a very well respected family who were 
involved in many charitable causes. They were in¬ 
tensely religious and tried to teach their children 
Christian values at every opportunity. 

Brandon, a rebellious teen, decided he had had 
enough of his parents’ so-called abuse, and one night 
fired a gun into their backs while they were sleeping. 


murderer, although an abused kid, who received a nomi¬ 
nal slap on the wrist that others of a greater age had gone 
to the gas chamber for. 

Obviously, it is not right to abuse our children. 
They should be treated with respect and dignity. But 
when children turn on their parents and commit the 
most heinous of all crimes, our system of justice 
ought to take a stronger position than the slap on the 
wrist many perpetrators have been receiving lately. 


County split plans multiply by 2 

Four years ago, an unsuccessful attempt was made 
to gather petitions for the formation of Erie County, 
and now those plans have been resurrected for anoth¬ 
er try. 

Complicating the issue is a second petition drive 
which is seeking to form Newburgh County in the 
northwest portion of Wayne County.

Dues dollars 
aid Democrats

There is a small revolution 
going on within the ranks of 
the AFL-CIO as rank and file 
members express their con¬ 
cern about the way union offi¬ 
cials are using their union 
dues for political purposes. 

The present furor is a re¬ 
sult of the AFI,-CIO’s an¬ 
nounced plan to spend $35 
million in dues dollars to de¬ 
feat Republican members of 
Congress. About $26 million of 
this amount is being financed 
by an additional 15 cents per 
member per month asses- 
ment. 

Rank and file union mem¬ 
bers are increasingly upset 
about this because a substan¬ 
tial minority — about 40 per¬ 
cent — voted for Republicans 
in 1994. 

There is increasing evi¬ 
dence that nationalunion offi¬ 
cials are using heavy handed 
tactics to keep local unions 
and rank and file union mem¬ 
bers in line. Several local 


union officials have com¬ 
plained that national union 
officials have prohibited 
them from endorsing or sup¬ 
porting Republican candi¬ 
dates. 

I am collecting informa¬ 
tion about this sort of activi¬ 
ty involving both local union 
activity and individual union 
members. If anyone has in¬ 
formation about this that 
they can share with me, I'd 
appreciate it if they would 
either call or write. 

Under the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s decision in the Beck 
case, union members have 
the right to refuse to pay for 
union political activity. Un¬ 
fortunately, according to a 
recent public opinion survey 
very few union members 
know about their right to 
refuse to finance their union 
officals’ political agenda. 
What is worse, individual 
union members usually don’t 
have the knowledge of the 
law to assert and protect 
these rights. 

There is an organization 
dedicated to assisting work¬ 
ers in this way. The National 
Right to Work Legal Defense 
Foundation has been doing 
an excellent job in this area 
for almost thirty years. It is 
the organization that fought 
for and won the Beck deci¬ 
sion. Any union member who

Dangerous 

intersection 

To the editor: 

I am one of many concerned 
citizens in the Wayne- 
Westland area to find some 
sort of acceptable solution to 
the problem of the intersec¬ 
tion of Venoy and Palmer 
roads. 

It has a reputation of being 
the blind death-trap hill. When 
driving west on Palmer Road, 
through the intersection, one 
lane is available to either stay 
on course and proceed 
through, or to make a left turn. 
There is a very short right lane 
available, to either go around 
a car to pass, or to make a right 
turn onto northbound Venoy 
Road. The lanes are only one 
problem, the “hill”, is another. 
When approaching this inter¬ 
section one does not see any¬ 
thing until one is actually on 
top of it. Then, even if you had 
to brake, there would be no 
time. Many drivers use this as 
a race car driving course. They 
actually speed up, swing 
around the other car, and 
speed through and over the 
hill onto the other side. Many 
of those times, they find an¬ 
other car at that intersection, 
and en up with an accident. 

The Westland Police De¬ 
partment, Traffic Bureau, has 
a “Top 10, Worse Accident In¬ 
tersection List.” In 1994, this 
Venoy and Palmer Road inter¬ 
section rated number 9.

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Wayne County remembers 
its road pioneers 


With Detroit being the birth¬ 
place of the automobile, who 
better than Wayne County to 
give birth to the modern road? 

“Most people are not aware 
that the modern era of road 
construction began right here 
in Wayne County,” said Wayne 
County Design Engineer and 
history buff Nancy Darga. “In 
fact, much of the road-related 
technology we take for granted 
today was invented by the 
Wayne County Road Commis¬ 
sion. 

“So as America celebrates 
the 100th anniversary of the 
automobile this month,” Darga 
added, “people should also 
take note that the roads they 
drive their cars on have their 
beginnings right here.” 

For example: 

• The first mile of concrete 
road, 1909. When the Wayne 
County Road Commission 
paved Woodward Avenue from 
I\lcNichols to Seven Mile, it 
was the first time a road was 
paved with concrete. While not 
as durable as the bricks that 
had been used, concrete was 
easy to lay and considerably 
less expensive. Nearly 90 years 
later, concrete remains the in¬ 
dustry standard. 

• The first modern road 
maintenance facility and test¬ 
ing lab, 1910. The County’s 
Wayne Yard on Michigan Ave¬ 
nue was the first road mainte¬ 
nance facility and included a 
testing lab for the concrete 
road building industry it cre¬ 
ated. The old complex will be 
demolished this year to make 
way for a new, $4 million state- 
of-the-art engineering facility. 

• The first center line 
painter, 1911. In it’s first incar¬ 
nation, this innovation was lit¬ 
tle more than a paint brush 
strapped an arm on the back of 
a truck. Later versions were 
refined, such as one that drib¬ 
bled paint onto a painting 
wheel that rolled along, mark¬ 
ing the line as the truck slowly 
moved along. 

• The first snow plow, 1912. 
Like the centerline painter, 
this innovation seemed less

than impressive at first - a 
board fastened to the front 
bumper of a truck. The idea, 
however, was refined and the 
world’s first snow plow was 
bom. 

• The first traffic signal, 
1920. Invented by a Detroit po¬ 
lice officer, the traffic signal 
got its first use in Wayne 
County. Today, there are more 
than 1,500 intersections with 
traffic signals on Wayne 
County-operated roads alone. 

• The first superhighway, 
1942. The Davison is America’s 
first limited access, below- 
grade superhighway built as 
part of the war effort. In fact, 
the freeway even lured Ger¬ 
man engineers to view the de¬ 
sign, which reportedly helped 
inspire the world-famous 


of the auto industry that traveled on 
Autobahn. 

Cars and roads in America 
also are an important link: He¬ 
nry Ford was one of Wayne 
County’s first road commis¬ 
sioners and is often credited 
with spearheading the “Good 
Roads” movement of the early 
1900s that led to the creation of 
Michigan’s Road Commissions 
and provided the catalyst for 
large-scale road construction. 

Perhaps the largest industry 
spawned by the advent of the 
automobile, road construction 
has been a huge employer for 
the nation. In fact, over the 
next three years, more than 
$1.9 billion will be spend in 
Southeast Michigan on road 
construction, most of which is 
performed by private cor 
panies. l . j _

There is truth to the saying, 
“Good things come in small 
packages,” and the proof is in 
Gil Saenz’ 77-page book of po¬ 
etry, titled Moments in Time. 

Saenz, a Wayne State Uni¬ 
versity graduate and Dearborn 
resident, has the unique skill 
of being able to put a large 
amount of wisdom and feelings 
into a a few words. His poems 
are relatively short, but they 
remain in the reader’s 
thoughts long after they are 
read. 

In his preface, Saenz says,

Son pens story of mother’s life

When Mardo Williams ex¬ 
amined 11 decades of phono¬ 
graphs, notes and clippings 
that his mother had collected 
during her life time, he de¬ 
cided that the collection mer¬ 
ited a story. 

Williams, who described his 
mother as an “extraordinarily 
ordinary woman,” turned her 
memories into Maude 
(1883-1993): She Grew Up With 
the Country, published by Cal¬ 
liope Press. 

Maude Allen Williams was 
born during the time when 
electric power and indoor 
plumbing were not available 
in her rural community, and 
lived through the age of the 
computer and space launches. 

Her son lovingly tells the 
story of her life from her birth 
near Washington Court House 
Ohio in 1883 to her death in 
Kenton, Ohio, some 135 miles 
to the north in 1993. 

She was a cousin of Revolu- 
tional War hero Ethan Allen, 
and her husband was a direct 
descendant of Levi Coffin Jr., a 
Quaker anti-slavery leader 
and a reputed founder of the 
Underground Railway. 

The book relates the stories 
associated with rural family 
life in the early part of the cen¬ 


tury. For example, Williams 
’ writes that his family - like 
other rural families - had a 
primitive (also referred to as a 
privy) which was equipped 
with a sack of lime, a Sears 
Roebuck catalogue and, dur¬ 
ing the summer months, a fly 
swatter. The catalogue in its 
heyday was 1,500 pages and 
weighed six pounds, and as the 
Williams’ family perused the 
bargains in the “wish book,” 
they tore out pages to use for 
toilet paper. 

Maude and her husband, 
Lee, took advantage of the 
Works Progress Administra¬ 
tion (WPA) program in 1937 
and had a new Chic Sales out¬ 
house built for $12. 

As a typical farm wife, 
Maude baked bread in the 
oven of her wood- burning 
stove, churned butter, canned 
fruits from the orchard and 
vegetables from the garden, 
did the laundry on a wash¬ 
board and made clothing for 
her little ones from flour sacks 
- all in a day’s work for the 
housewife of the early 1900s. 

Williams also describes 
some of the amusements the 
family enjoyed such as square 
dancing, taffy pulls, husking 
bees and box supper raffles. 

In case you have wondered 
how a couple could gain some 
privacy for themselves with a 


house full of youngsters and no 
modern diversions (radio, tele¬ 
vision, etc.), Williams shares 
one couple’s unique idea. The 
father would take a large 
quantity of pennies and throw 
them ouUpt^the JJf&fgfi'p 
near the house and send the 
children scampering to find 
them. He would tell them that 
there were 110 or 112 pennies 
(when there were perhaps only 
105) and the children would 
search diligently through the 
grass to find the last few non¬ 
existent pennies. 

The book, which sells for 
$22.95, is full of delightful sto¬ 
ries about rural America - just 
the kind that you wish you had 
jotted down after conversa¬ 
tions with your own grand¬ 
mother or great-grandmother 
in days gone by. 

The author, who was born in 
1905, had a 44-year newspaper 
career, and wrote for a public 
relations firm after his retire¬ 
ment. He began the book in 
1994 after purchasing a 
computer and learning how to 
use it. Shortly after the June 27 
publication date of the book, 
he turned 91.

Hardships of immigrants revealed

Hardships of the Norwegian 
immigrants - particularly the 
women -- who settled in the up¬ 
per Midwest are told in Muriel 
Halvorsen’s With Trees on Ei¬ 
ther Hand. 

The story focuses on Marit 
Maas, a tall, hard-working 
young women from a Nor¬ 
wegian fishing village,'who im¬ 
migrates to America with the 
new husband, Rolf Monstrud. 

Although she had been at¬ 
tracted to Rolf’s brother, 
Thorn, a deception by Rolf and 
his sister, Nicolina, tricked 
Marit into believing that Thorn 
had been lost on his last voy¬ 
age - clearing the way for Rolf 
to marry Marit. 

It is not clear whether Rolf 
had any real love for his bride, 
but he valued her ambition, 
hard-working nature and 
strength, all of which made her 
a fine candidate for the rigors 
of a pioneer life. 

When Nicolina arrives in 
Wisconsin with her family, the 
story of Rolf’s deception un¬ 
folds, and soon Thorn and his 
new bride arrive in the settle¬ 
ment.

All of this might have boiled 
into a torrid, tempestuous hot¬ 
bed of romantic intrigue had 
not the characters been Nor¬ 
wegian. True to their nature, 
the family handles the revela¬ 
tions in typical Nordic fashion. 
(Trust me, my Finnish for- 
bearers would have handled 
the situation in the same way!) 

Anyone whose family mi¬ 
grated from the Scandinavian 
countries or who settled in the 
upper Midwest will find the 
book especially interesting. 

The book relates the story of 
their terrible trip across the 
ocean in the steerage section 
of an English ship, and the as¬ 
similation of the new settlers 
into the pioneer life. 

Because .of Rolfs financial 
status, Marit lived in much bet¬ 
ter circumstances than many 
of the other women in the Wis- 


consin wilderness whose 
dwellings were often one room 
cabins. 

Life was extremely hard 
with few “frills” to soften the 
daily lives of the women. Food 
was often scarce and the se¬ 
vere winters took their toll on- 
the families. 

One wonders, after reading 
Halvorsen’s story, why so many 
brave souls left the relative 
comforts of their homelands to 
make the dangerous ocean 
voyage and to endure the hard¬ 
ships of the frontier. The au¬ 
thor answers the question in a 
word - opportunities. 

Halvorsen was born and 
raised on a homestead farm in 
Barron County, Wise. She 
worked as a teacher and oper¬ 
ated a dairy farm with her hus¬ 
band for several years. 

Although the plot and char¬ 
acters of With Trees on Either 
Hand are fictional, many of the 
experiences are based on true 
accounts drawn from the au¬ 
thor’s family history and her 
research.

Woodlands is course of choice for City Championship golf tournament

The Woodlands of Van 
Buren Township is the course 
of choice for the 1996 City 
Championship Golf Tourna¬ 
ment 

The tournament, tradi¬ 
tionally scheduled at Fellows 
Creek, will be played at Wood¬ 
lands in order to offer golfers a 
“new challenge”, according to 
Jeff Rutter, assistant director, 
Department of Parks and Rec¬ 


reation of Wayne. 

Rutter will serve as the tour¬ 
nament manager for the 1996 
championships, which is a 
qualifying meet for the state 
recreation finals. 

The City Championships are 
open to amateur men and wo¬ 
men golfers who reside in the 
cities of Wayne, Westland, Ink¬ 
ster, Romulus, Canton Towns¬ 
hip and Garden City. 

The tournament will be 
staged Aug. 3-4 on the 18-hole 
layout that is on Ecorse Road 


and the 1-275 Expressway. 

“We felt that we needed a 
change of venue for this tour¬ 
nament,” said Ritter. “We have 
been playing at Fellows Creek 
for so long now that some of 
the golfers last year expressed 
a feeling that it was time for a 
change. 

“So this year we ap¬ 
proached Woodlands’ manage¬ 
ment and they afforded us the 
two dates,” Ritter added. 

Over the more than three 
decades the tournament has 


been staged, as many as 120 
golfers have taken to the 
course in the summer classic. 
Last year, the meet drew about 
60 men and women. 

Ritter pointed out that each 
city (or township) must have a 
minimum of six golfers or the 
entries will be placed in an 
Open Division. Also, golfers 
living outside the participating 
cities may sign up but they, too, 
will compete in the Open Divi¬ 
sion. 

Only bona fide residents of 


a city may represent that city 
at the state finals. 

The tournament is based on 
actual scores over the two days 
(36-holes). And golfers will be 
placed into flights based on 
the first-day scores. 

The first three places in 
each flight from each of the 
cities will receive trophies and 
there will be a special tro¬ 
phy for the medalist, or lowest 
scorer, for the entire field. 

Wayne golfers also will be 
competing for the Patrolman 


Len Anderson Memorial Trav¬ 
eling Trophy. The trophy is 
awarded to the medalist from 
the Wayne field and pays trib¬ 
ute to the memory of Patrol¬ 
man Anderson, who died in 
the line of duty. 

The tournament also will 
decide the makeup of the rec¬ 
reation teams that will ad¬ 
vance to the state finals. The 
top five players, both men and 
women, may represent their

WYAA athletes qualify for regional 
USA track & field championships

Running and competing against some of the 
top young athletes in the area, five members of 
the Westland Youth Athletic Association dele¬ 
gation last week qualified for the regional USA 
Track & Field championships. 

The regional, gateway to the United States 
Track & Field Federation Youth National 
Championships, will be staged July 13-14 in 
Cleveland, Ohio. The nationals will be con¬ 
ducted July 23-28 in Houston, Texas. 

The local competitions were held on Sunday 
at Cardinal Stadium in Melvindale where 
WYAA’s Marc Dugas, Harden James, Tim Moore 
and Scott Shough earned medals and qualified 
for the next level en route to the nationals. One 
other WYAA representative, Josh Keyes, just 
missed qualifying in the distance events. 

His brother, Justin, will make the trip to 
Cleveland thanks to a fifth-place finish in the 
1,500-meters. He finished ahead of his brother, 
Josh, in the 3,000-meter run where he was 
eighth. 

With the top six finishers in each of the indi¬ 
vidual events getting a ticket to the regional, 
Keyes finished seventh in the 1500-meter run. 
He also ran a ninth in the 3,000-meters. 

In the meantime, Marc Dugas, a standout in 


the recent Westland John Glenn track & field 
campaign, won a bronze medal after tossing the 
discus 128 feet. That performance clinched for 
Dugas a trip to Cleveland. 

James ran an excellent 100-meters and was 
nosed out of the gold after turning in with a 11.1. 

Moore qualified in two of the field events - 
the long jump and the high jump. He cleared 
six-feet to finish fourth in the high jump compe¬ 
tition, and he also leaped 18 feet, 1 3/4 inches to 
capture a third and a bronze medal in the long 
jump. 

Scott Shough, who happens to be the son of 
Westland John Glenn’s veteran coach, Jess, also 
came away from Melvindale with a bronze 
medal. His leap of 11 feet, 7 1/4 inches was the 
third-best performance during the Sunday 
meet. 

Scott also holds the St. Matthew school re¬ 
cord. Last year, in state competition, Scott 
leaped 10 feet, 10 inches. 

The 1996 USA Track & Field meet was hosted 
by the Flint International Track Club and the 
Michigan Connection Athletic Club. 

Track officials note that the top four athletes 
and top three relay teams may also qualify for a 
first-ever Michigan-Ontario Challenge Meet. 
The dates for that international confrontation 
will be announced at a later date, track officials 
said.

The game showcases the top 
high school senior talent in the 
state, and features a 44-player 
roster put together from a list 
whose candidates were nomi¬ 
nated by the coaches. 

Gold, a 6-2, 210-pound tail¬ 
back, led Belleville to consec¬ 
utive Mega Conference Red 
Division football champion¬ 
ships and to the Class AA state 
semifinals. Coming off of a suc¬ 


cessful track & field season, 
Ian owns just about every Ti¬ 
ger rushing record. He was a 
unanimous All- State pick in 
football who will joining 
Coach Lloyd Carr and the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan’s Wolver¬ 
ines this fall. 

During his four years at Be¬ 
lleville, Ian was coached by 
Bob LaPointe. 

Hunter, another blue chip 
player with four years of var¬ 
sity experience and outstand¬ 
ing credentials both in 
basketball and football, was 
assigned one of the wingback 
positions on the East All-Stars. 

The 6-3, 195-pound athlete 
was a member of Coach Bob 
Khoenle’s team at Plymouth- 
Canton for the past four years. 

Bish, a 6-5,230-pound defen¬ 
sive lineman who is a product 
of Plymouth Salem’s tradi¬ 
tionally tough school of foot¬ 
ball, led the Rocks’ charge this 
year. Coached for the past four 
years by Tom Moshimer, Bish 
also was nominated for All- 
State, All-Area and conference 
honors this year. 

Most of the players drafted 
for the East team are from the 


southern quadrant of the state. 
They will clash with their 
peers, made up of players from 
the middle and upper section 
of the state.

Central); Tom Cutler (Marion); 
Harry Weston (Frankenmuth);

Doug Bess (Battle Creek Cen¬ 
tral). 

Incidentally, Slammer is a 
Wayne Memorial alumnus, 
who starred for the Zebras in 
basketball and football during 
the late 1970s.

Clemente also was a path¬ 
finder. He was one of the 
first, if not the first major 
leaguer, who broke into the 
Major League from a Latin 
American country. Like 
Jackie Robinson, who was 


forged into teams that will 
play their counterparts on 
the island. 

The program is named af¬ 
ter Hall of Famer Roberto 
Clemente not just because

Tragically, Clemente’s 
life was cut short in 1972 
when he was on a human¬ 
itarian mission, flying relief 
supplies to victims of a 
Nicaraguan earthquake.

The Detroit Pubic Library is 
celebrating the centennial of 
the American automobile with 
an exhibit of materials from 
the library’s National Automo¬ 
tive History Collection. 

“An American Odyssey: 100 
Years of Automotive History” 
is on the third floor of the Main 
Library, 5201 Woodward Ave., 
now through Nov. 9. It can be 
seen during library hours of 
Tuesday, Thursday, Friday, 
Saturday, 9:30 a.m. - 5:30 p.m., 
Wednesday 1 - 9 p.m. 

“No one person invented 
the automobile...” begins the 
exhibit. The display features 
numerous photographs from 
the Automotive Collection that 
chronicle the course of the 
American automobile, from 
the 1896 Duryea motor wagon 
through the ups and downs of 
Michigan automobile com¬ 
panies, including the begin¬ 
nings of the big three. Woven 
throughout are photographs 
and information on electric ve¬ 
hicles, the New York to Paris 
race, the influence of auto¬ 
mobiles on the arts, women in 
the factories, automobile curi¬ 
osities (such as the Airmobile 
and Scarab), auto unions, the 
culture of the gas station, and 
the automotive industry’s con¬ 
tributions to World War II. The 
exhibit also includes car 
models, loaned by collector 
Robert Tate. 

The National Automotive 
History Collection, the largest 
public archive of automotive 
history in the world, has been 
a major source of information 
for the various institutions cel- 
ebrating the centennial.

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Students create quilt 


A team of 140 Romulus Mid 
die School students provided 
an equal number of artistic 
squares earlier this year to 
fashion together a massive Af¬ 
rican Culture quilt as a major 
social studies project.

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Running is Striders’ focus

The Belleville Breakfast 
Club Striders (BBC Striders) 
walk and run several times 
each week for fitness and fun. 
We’d like you to join us. For 
information, please all our 
president, Patty LaCross, at 
697-2366. 

In addition to our regular 
runs, often followed by brunch 
or dinner. Striders participate 
throughout the year in dozens 
of road races, which are held 
in many communities each 
weekend. 

A typical race usually in¬ 
cludes several events. There 
may be a 100 yard “Tot Trot” 
for small children. The 
mothers cheer and try to keep 
pace. Then there might be a 5K 
(see explanation below). In 
that race, some entrants may 
break 5-minute miles (that’s 12 
miles per hour!). Others will 
choose to just stroll along 
while chatting with friends. 
Then there will usually be a 
much longer race for the en¬ 
durance runners. 

We run races because we 
like the excitement and chal¬ 
lenge of an organized event. It 
is easy to fin acquaintances we 
met in previous races, because 
those who run at similar 
speeds find themselves in the 
same relative positions during 
many races. Since each course 
is measured accurately, and 
mile split are timed to the sec¬ 
ond, we can compete against 
our “last year’s time.” When 
finishing times are displayed, 
participants’ names are 
grouped by age brackets. In a 
big race, a few elite runners 
will be warded prize money, 
but as many as 150 men and 
women will receive age-group 
trophies. More than anything, 
we like the excitement of com¬ 
munity involvement. Streets 
are closed to traffic. Volun¬ 
teers tend water stations. 
Spectators cheer, and sponsors 
provide refreshments. It is a 
wonderful way to get a fitness 
workout and a T-shirt too. 

Part of the jargon that be¬ 
comes second nature to run¬ 
ners includes names for race 


distances. These distances can 
be expressed in miles or in ki¬ 
lometers. To invert K’s to 
miles, just multiply the nu¬ 
mber of kilometers by 0.62. 
Thus, a 10K covers 6.2 miles, 
and a 5K is 3.1 miles. Although 
“marathon” just means “long” 
to the uninitiated, to runners a 
marathon is exactly 26 miles 
plus 385 yards, or if you prefer, 
26.21875 miles. 

A running event attracts 
thousands, because it is a spe¬ 
cial type of athletic competi¬ 
tion. Can a recreational tennis 
player show up at the French 
Open and volley with Pete 
Sampras? Of course not! Could 
your son, the middle school 
basketball star, walk into the 
third quarter of a Piston’s 
game to throw a lead pass to 
Grant Hill? Only in his 
dreams! Herein lies the 
uniqueness of a scheduled 
race. Novices can compete 
against the world’s very best. 
Bob Glover in The Competitive 
Runner’s Handbook says, “In 
other sports there are losers as 
well as winners. But in run¬ 
ning, we are all ‘players’ who 
stand together at the starting 
line and then strive to excel 
for ourselves. At the finish, we 
are all winners.” 

Picture an August Saturday 
morning. As you drive up US 
23, your anticipation builds 
with the drama of sunrise. You 
exit at Flint and find the down¬ 
town area alive with activity. 
Volunteers are positioning or¬ 
ange traffic cones. Several 
square blocks are being deco¬ 
rated with streamers, and 
lined with fences to designate 
Start and Finish areas. Huge 
pavilion tents and band shells 
await the largest street party 
you’ve every seen. 

Flint is transfo med to fit 
the theme, “A Celebration of 
Running.” You say “hi” to 
some BBC Striders, join them, 
and make your way toward 
Raced Headquarters. There, 
you pin on your race number 
and pick up the T-shirt that 
you will later wear so proudly. 
You stop to hug an old ftiend. 
He’s 83 now, but ready for yet 
another Bobby Crim 10- miler. 


And look. Over there is Bill 
Rogers checking in at the 
“Elite Desk.” Look again. 
There’s a Kenyan runner we 
saw on TV last month. Am I 
dreaming? Not one bit! 

Before noon, some 8,000 par¬ 
ticipants will have run through 
neighborhoods of cheering 
spectators, along scenic roads, 
up hills, and back across the 
finish line. Then, all who wish 
to linger at the party will eat, 
talk, and dance. We competed 
against the time we recorded 
last year, against others in our 
age group, and against laziness 
and unfitness. And all of use 
were winners. 

In recent months, members 
of the BBC Striders have par¬ 
ticipated in 20 different races 
in Michigan, Indiana, Ohio, 
Louisiana, Massachusetts. 
Some of us joined the Boston 
Marathon’s huge field of 
37,000. Others signed up for 
small races attracting less 
than 100. Distances raced in 
these events included the 5K, 5 
Miles, 10K, 25K, the Half- 
Marathon, and the Marathon. 

At ten of these events, nine¬ 
teen Striders were recognized 
during the award ceremonies. 
Winners of age group trophies 
included Diane Patton, Andy 
Bartlett, Sue Wade, Larry 
Maas, Tyrone Patton, Tom 
Brockie, Dan Bedrosian, 
Sridhar Lakshmanan, Kathy 
Rutherford, Ron Rutherford, 
Jan Ford, Art Mackie, Patty 
LaCross, Phil Wade, Ray Pilon, 
Sid Bedrosian, Vickie 
Leischner, Jim Patton, and 
Dee Crowe. 

The races for which BBC 
Striders warned awards in¬ 
cluded trail runs near Pickney 
and Brighton, the Briarwood 
runs in Ann Arbor, the Glass 
City Marathon Relay in 
Toledo, the Dexter-Ann Arbor 
runs, and races in Manchester, 
Oak Park, Flushing, Battle 
Creek, Bloomington, Ind., and 
New Orleans, La. 

One final kudo: We are espe¬ 
cially proud of Frank Mosier, 
Ray Pilon, and Sid Bedrosian. 
They ran in and completed 
this year’s Boston Marathon, 
which was thi 100th anniver¬ 
sary of that p) vistigious event.
